Chicago, Dec. 7 (AP).—Stymied at 


almost every bid on the dullest play- 
er mart in memory of the oldest 
ivory hunters, big league club-owners 
today haggled over an old, favorite 
subject^-the baseball. 


Over in the National league, ev- 


eryone seemed agreed that a deader 
ball was necessary for the 1938 sea- 
son but in the American, where long 
distance hitters grow -like mush- 
rooms and pop much louder, there 
•was a bi<r battle over the question. 
Led by the Yankees, the lively ball 
gang was fighting a hard fight and 
it looked as if it might win its point. 


Thus, there was every indication 


that the two leagues would use dif- 
ferent calibres of horsehides next 
season—the Nationals a dead one 
and the Americans the same old 
lively spheroid. 


So intense was the baseball dispute 


in the American league meeting 
Monday that the clinic lasted almost 
five hours. 
Nothing jofficial was 


learned but by grapevine informa- 
tion came reports that the Yankees 
argued so long and fervently for the 
old ball that they won the major- 
ity over. 


Meanwhile, the only news from the 


huddle of club owners and managers 
came in the way of front office busi- 
ness, which was: 


The National league re-elected 


Ford Christopher Frick as president 
for a three-year term at a good 
boost in salary, now estimated to be 
$27,500 annually. It voted down the 
New York Yankee proposal to hike 
the player limit from 23 to 25 and 
awarded the' 1938 all-star game to 
Cincinnati. 


In addition to their debate over 


the ball, the American league voted 
to open its' 1938 season April 19 and 
to close October 2—a day later on 
each end than in 1937—and voted 
down Sunday double-headers until 
the home team has played three 
Sabbath games.

DOCTORS STUDY 
11 BABY DEATHS 


Chicago, Dec, 7 (AP)—Twelve of 
: the city’s most prominent experts on 
children’s diseases were summoned 
to a conference today to map a 
{Campaign against the mysterious 
disease winch killed ll infants at St. 
Elizabeth's hospital in the last two 
weeks. 
They were railed by Dr. Herman 
N Bundesen. president of the board 
of health. He said the board want­ 
ed 
to enlist the best brains of the 
Chicago medical profession to com­ 
bat the infection.” 
Autopsies upon tw’o of the babies 
provided clues which medical au­ 
thorities hoped would lead to iden­ 
tification of the disease. 
Experi­ 
ments were being conducted to de­ 
termine whether it is caused bv 
bacteria or virus. 
Symptoms of the disease include 
acute diarrhea, which causes dehy­ 
dration of the body, and congestion 
of the lungs. 
Blood transfusions, 
saline injections and oxygen were 
administered to eight infants who 
remained under treatment at the 
hospital. 
In addition, they w'cre 
administered 
the 
relatively 
new 
drug, sulfanilamide. 
Dr Benjamin M Levin, hospital 
pediatrician, said the sulfanilamide 
was used because the disease might 
be an unknown variation of a strep­ 
tococcic infection 
The drug, phy­ 
sicians said, contains none of the 
diethylene glycol which was blamed 
for scores of deaths several weeks 
ago among persons who used an 
elixir’’ of sulphanilamide.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
FUND TO LESSEN 
PA, RELIEF ROLLS 


Harrisburg. Dec. 7 (AP). — State 


officials saw in Pennsylvania's new 
pay-for-the-jobless sysiem today a 
cushion for its depression-born un- 
employment relief problem, once 
more reaching a critical stage. 


As the state's needy rolls ap- 


proached the half-million mark be- 
cause of winter weather and a de- 
/cline in the heavy industries, offi- 
cials looked hopefully to the $100,- 
000,000 unemployment compensation 
fund to ease the drain on the Com- 
monwealth's treasury after Janu- 
ary 1. 


Pennsylvania's employers of mil- 


lions in mills, factories and mines 
have been building up the fund 
throughout the year through a pay- 
roll to provide pay for their workers 
when they were thrown out of em- 
ployment. 


The new system will go into effect 


when the relief rolls are sharply on 
the upturn and when the $138,000,- 
000 state appropriation for unem- 
ployment relief at the present rate 
of outgo is threatened with a $26.- 
000,000 defiicit at the end of the two- 
year fiscal period in June, 1939. 


Several special sessions of the 


Legislature have been required since 
1930 
to keep cash in the relief 


treasury. 


"There probably will be several 


hundred thousand persons eligible 
for 
unemployment 
compensation 


benefits January 1," said Ralph M. 
Bashore, secretary of Labor and In- 
dustry. 


Act Provides Weekly Sum 


"It is very difficult at this time to 


reach a definite figure because we 
have employers' reports only up to 
the third quarter of the year." 


Said W. E. Solenberger, research 


chief of the Department of Public 
Assistance: 


"Unemployment compensation will 


definitely be a factor in the relief 
picture." 


"Men in the coal mines or the steel 


mills, for instance, who are laid off 
will be eligible for unemployment 
compensation if they have worked 
the reqired number of weeks," he 
explained. 


The act. passed hurriedly by the 


Legislature last December to get un- 
der the deadline of the federal so- 
cial security law. provides $7.50 to 
$15 weekly to workers regularly em- 
ployed for a minimum of 13 weeks 
in the last year. 


Solenberger pointed out, however, 


that seasonal workers who had not 
had 13 weeks of employment would 
not be eligible for compensation, but 
would continue to look to the assist- 
ance department for help when out 
of'work. 


He added that the assistance and 


unemployment compensation depart- 
ments would work together after the 
new system became effective, but 
that no data was at hand on what 
effect jobless compensation would 
have on the relief rolls. 


As the officials surveyed the pos- 


sibilities of a lessened relief load 
after jobless compensation starts 
paying off, they cut "red tape" to 
meet emergency demands due to lay- 
offs in the bituminous coal mines and 
steel mills in western Pennsylvania. 


Exam Date Set 


The Allegheny county relief board 


ordered ten relief application cen- 
ters re-opened, so that aid might be 
provided an estimated 7500 of 35.000 
mill workers who lost their jobs 
since September. 


Karl De Schweinitz, secretary of 


Public Assistance, placed the total 
on relief in the state at 442.291. His 
aides pointed out that figure was
